Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Mr. Howard MacCord Jr. on December 1, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Non-elected claims 43, 45 and 46 have been canceled. 
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The following is an examiner 7 s statement of reasons for allowance: The recitation 
of an oil and grease removal assembly having a rotomolded plastic container with an 
inlet and an outlet, a rotomolded plastic basket support at the inlet, a rotomolded 
plastic baffle at the outlet, and having a plurality of cover sections, wherein a first 
section covers the basket support, a second section has an oil and grease removal 
mechanism, and a third section covers the outlet baffle patentably distinguishes over 
the prior art of record. The closest prior art, Lowe, discloses an oil and grease removal 
assembly having the basket, oil and grease removal mechanism, and baffle, but only 
discloses a two section cover and mounts the oil grease removal mechanism on a bridge 
or a container wall, not on an intermediate cover section.
